No. RS 7/1/95-L.—The following amendments to the Rules of Procedur 
and Conduct of Business in tho Council of States (Rajya Sabha) as adopted by the 
Rajya Sabha at its sitting held on 3()th May, 1995, avo hereby publ shed for general 
information ;— 
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RULE-39 

Tn Rule 39 for the words “ten clear days” the words “fifteen clear days'\be.. 
substituted. 

RULE-47 

(i) In sub rule (2X ) for the words “cleaily andprecisily expressed", the 
words “pointed, specific and confined to one issue only” be substituted. 

(ii) In .sub rule (?)(vi') for the words "ordinarily exceed 150 words” the words 
“exceed 100 words” be substituted. 

RULE 51A (New Rule) 

After Rule 51, the following rule be inserted, namely;— 

51 A. Limit on number of questions for oral and written answers,—The total 
number of questions to be included in the lists of questions for oral and written 
answers for any one day shall be limited to 175 including 20 questions for oral* 
answers, questions postponed from one list of questions to another for written 
answers and fifteen questions pertaining to the states under the President's Rule, 

RULE 90 

(a) For sub rule (6), the following ruL be substituted, namely;— 

“Any member of the Select Committee may record a minute of dissent on 
any matter or matters connccteo with the Bill or dealt with in fhe report, so 
however, a minute of dissent shall be couched in temperate and decorous language 
and shall not refer to any discussion in the Committee nor cast aspersion on the 
Committee or Chairman of the Committee or any Member thereof. 

(b) For sub rule (7), the following rule be substituted, namely;.— 

(i) If in the opinion of the Chahman of the Committee, a minute of dissent 
contains words, phrases or expressions which are unparliamentary, 
irrelevant or otherwise inappropriate, he may order such words, phrases 
or expressions to be expunged from the minute of dissent. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything contained in (i) above, the Chairman shall 
have the power to order expunctions in like circumstances or to review 
all decisions regarding expunction from minutes of dissent and his 
decision thereon shall be final.
